1 . Claims 1 -26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1-13, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination fails to 
suggest, teach or render obvious a method for forming contact holes for a memory 
device, which comprises the step of etching a gate capping layer under each gate 
contact hole by using a protective spacer, which is formed over each sidewall of a bitline 
contact holes, substrate contact holes, and gate contact hole, as a stop layer to expose 
the gate, along with the rest of the limitations of the said claims; and 

As to claims 14-26, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination fails to 
suggest, teach or render obvious a method for forming contact holes, which comprises 
the step of etching a gate capping layer under each gate contact hole by using a 
protective spacer, which is formed over each sidewall of first contact holes between the 
gate structures and second contact holes overlying each gate structure, as a stop layer 
to expose the gate, along with the rest of the limitations of the said claims.
